SAMPSON’S REPORT IS RECEIVED. 


Official Story of the Smashing of 
Oervera to Be Made Public Soon, 
Handsomely-engrossed Resolu- 
tions for Admiral Dewey. 


{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 

WASHINGTON, July 25.—The War 
Department was busy today hurrying 
the dispatch of the remainder of Miles’s 
expedition aginst Porto Rico. Such 
progress has been made that itis 
hoped that all of the troops will be on 
Porto ;Rico soil within a week at the 
leas® ‘len. Miles is not expected to 
defer his landing until that time, but 
presumably will pick out a suitable 
place for encamping his troops, and 
establish himself ashore awaiting the 
arrival cf the other detachments now 
on their way. 

Officials believe that the first of the 
news from Miles will come through 
the press dispatches, as the general 
has not with him, so far as known, any 
dispatch boats. It wil at least be Sat- 
urday before direct cable communica- 
tion can be established with him, and 
in the mean time, reliance must be had 
on tthe dispatch boats running across 
to St. Thomas, distant about four 
hours’ run. It was expected in the 
department that Gen. Brooke and Gen. 
Haines will sail today from Newport 
News to join Miles, and that most of 
Gen. Brooke’s command would be em- 
barked Wednesday morning. 

The work of embarkation at Hamp- 
ton Roads is being conducted with 
much less difficulty and delay than was 
expected. Col. Hecker, in charge-of the 
transportation division of the War De- 
partment, who has just returned from 
that place, has reported to Secretary 
Alger that it is well suited to the ship- 
ment of the troops. Consequently the 
Secretary today ordered all of Gen. 
Grant‘s brigade, 3000 men, from Chicka- 
mauga to Newport News. It is not 
expected that all the transports re- 
quired for their accommodation will 
have arrived there by the time the sol- 
diers get in, but they will be encamped 
on suitable ground there, and it is be- 
lieved will be benefited by the change 
from Chickamauga. 

Adjt.-Gen. Corbin, with his faithful 
private secretary, Mr. Coursey, last 
night completed the hundredth consec- 
utive day’s seryice at the department, 
and there is still little diminution in 
the number of telegrams and letters 
and official papers pouring in on this 
office. 

The Signal Service has succeeded in 
reclaiming from the battlefield of San- 
tiago the tubes which supplied the mil- 
itary balloon with pure hydrogen gas, 
and they, with the balloon itself, have 
been brought over to Tampa on the 
steamer Adria. The tubes will be re- 
charged immediately, and the whole 
apparatus will be dispatched at once to 
Porto Rico to assist Gen. Miles in his 
campaign there. The balloon is said to 
have proved of great value in the San- 
tiago campaign, and from the charac- 
ter of the country in Porto Rico where 
military operations must be conducted 
it is believed that it also will be used 
to advantage there. ~ 

It was announced today at the Navy 
Department that the long expected re- 
port from Admiral Sampson upon the 
destruction of Cervera’s fleet, with the 
accompanying reports of the com- 
modore and captains of his squadron, 
had reached the department. It is 
supposed to have been brought by Capt. 
Sigsbee on the St. Paul, which arrived 
at New York last Friday, and to have 
been sent by Capt. Sigsbee. It is the 
intention of the Secretary of the Navy 
to give these reports to the public in 
their entirety. |

“Accompanying the copy of the joint 
resolution, the department recived a 
letter from the Secretary of S.ate, re- 
questing that there be conveyed to you 
his high appreciation of your char- 
acter as a naval officer and of the judg- 
ment and prudence you have shown in 
directing affairs since the date of your 
great achievement in destroying the 
Spanish fleet. This I take great pleas- 
ure in doing, and join most heartily on 
behalf of the Navy Department as well 
as personally in the commendation of 
the Secretary of State.

GEN. BROOKE SAILS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, July 25.—Maj.-Gen. 
Brooke, commanding the First Army 
Corps, will sail today from Newport 
News to join Gen. Miles at Porto Rico. 
The general will embark on the St. 
Louis, and as he will proceed imme- 
diately without waiting for the whole 
of his command, he should arrive off 
Porto Rico some time Friday or Satur- 
day. The St. Louis will be accom- 
panied on the run down the coast by 
the St. Paul, on which will be the 
headquarters of Gen. Haines. The re- 
mainder of the troops in Chickamauga 
will be embarked at Hampton Roadesas 
rapidly as possible, and it is expected 
that the last of them will be abog# 
ship by Wednesday. 

The reported beard 
steamer off San Juan de Porto Rico by 
a launch from a@n American vessel is 
taken at the War Department to con- 
firm its belief that Gen. Miles has ar- 
rived there. However, some vessels of 
the auxiliary fleet have been blockading 
San Juan, and the launch may have 
been from one of these vessels instead 
of from Miles’s fleet. The department 
has no doubt that Mifes is off Porto 
Rico, and if all of the details of the 
expedition are moving with precision 
there is every reason to believe that 
the troops will all be ashore before the 
end of the week. 

Col. Hecker, who is directly in charge 
of the transportation arrangements 
here, returned to Washington from Fort 
Monroe, entirely satisfied with the 
progress beMg made there in the em- 
barkation of Gen. Brooke’s command. 

TROOPS FOR PORTO RICO.

MRS. PORTER’S LETTER. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 

WASHINGTON, July 25.—From San- 
tiago, under date of July 8, Mrs. John 
Addison Porter, wife of the Secretary, 


/to the President, has written a perronal 


letter describing conditions there. It 
was written a week after the battles of 
El Caney and San Juan. The Red Cross 
was then aiding in the care of the 
wounded, and feeding the thofisands of 
fugitives from Santiago. The Spanish 
wounded captives expressed great 
gratitude that they were given the 
same attention that Americans received. 
One surgeon who dressed the wounds of 
200 Americans and Spanish soldiers, 
told Mrs. Porter that nearly all the 
Spaniards were hit two or three times, 
while as a rule the Americans received 
a single wound, indicating a difference 
of marksmanship. 

The letter speaks of the high esti- 
mate the soldiers have of Gen. Wood 
and Lieut.-Col. Roosevelt, who, they 
say, always have a good word to say 
to them. The white soldiers also pay 
tribute to the bravery of the colored 
troops, but e¢omplain because the Cu- 
bans, familiar with the Spaniards’ tac- 
tics, did not prevent the Spanish bush- 
whacking. 

INDIGNANT FOREIGNERS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

ST. THOMAS (D. W. L.,) July 25.~— 
Capt. Lotze of the German steamer 
Croatia, which arrived here yesterday 
and ‘reported having been fired upon 
three times off San Juan, Porto Rico 
Saturday, by an American warship un- 
derstood to be the United States cruiser 
New Orleans, was quoted in an inter- 
view today as saying that the first solid 
shot fell within two yards of the ship. 
The steamer was immed. ately stopped, 
but her captain adds that two more 
shots were fired over the Croatia’s 
bows from close range. Later an of- 
ficer from the New Orleans boarded the 
Croatia and asked if the ship was in- 
jured. Capt. Lotze was highly indig- 
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beauti- | ered his ship was outside the blockad- 


ing zone. He says he saw nothing of 
the invading fleet. 

The French gunboat Fulton arrived 
here today. She is going in search of 
the French line steamer Olinda Rodri- 
guez, which was captured by a United 
States warship and taken to Charles- 
toh, S. C., while on a voyage from Hayti 
to St. Thomas with passengers, mails, 
etc. 


THE SAME QUERY. 


Representatives of Foreign Pow- 


ers All Back in Washington. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

NEW YORK, July 26.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] A Washington special says: 

“The administration is studying the 
future relations of the United States 
and the Philippines with anxiety, 
knowing that the European powers 
are taking a lively interest in its de- 
+termination. A member of the diplo- 
matic corps in Washington today told 
reporter some _ stories which came 
from abroad last week that the con- 
tinental powers had formed a com- 
bination to protect their interests in 
‘the islands, and against the disposition 
of them that did not take intoecon- 
sideration their desires, were based 
upon a sorrespondence among them 
as to a concerted inquiry to be made 
of the United States as to its inten- 
tions. 

“It was thought strange the repre- 
sentatives of European countries, after 
having only recently established them- 
selves for the summer at seaside, and 
mountain resorts, should return to 
Washington in almost the tropical heat 
that prevailed here, for the purpose of 
calling on the President and Secretary 
of State, merely to renew the assur- 
ances of their distinguished consider- 
ation. 

“An Ambassador was at the White 
House July 11, and the German Am- 
bassador last Friday, and it turns out 
according to the diplomat referred to, 
that they all came back under instruc- 
tions to make precise inquiries on the 
subject of the Philippines. Japan and 
China are interested, because of their 
proximity to the islands, and of the 
possible effects upon them of a radical 
disturbance of the relations of the Bu- 
ropean nations in the Far East. They 
also sent their Ministers to ask similar 
questions, and general in nature, but 
the administration does not know what 
will be done in the islands. Their in- 
quiries were met by the statement, it 
is said, that whatever issue may be 
in the Islands, the United States will 
endeavor to so conduct matters there 
as to give no just cause of offense 
or anxiety to other nations, having in 
view always the rights and duties of 
this government and the interests of + |! 
others.”’

Col, 
Ezra P. Ewers of the Ninth Infantry, 
acting for Gen. Shafter, will receive the

Yesterday Gen. Shafter released forty 
Cubans who were confined in the 
local jail on political charges.

American newspapers which have 
arrived here contain articles written 
apparently under a misapprehension 
of the facts regarding the conduct of 
the campaign, and the dictation of 
the terms of surrender. Gen. Miles 
was here simply as a ‘visitor and ade 
viser. In his official capacity he had 
nothing to do with the terms of the 
capitulation, the entire credit for which 
belongs to Gen. Shafter, who, July 10, 
received the following dispatch from 
Washington of that date: 

“Gen. Shafter, Siboney: The Secree 
tary of War directs me to inform you 
that Gen. Miles left here at 10:40 last 
night for Santiago, but‘ with instruce 
tions which do not in any manner 
supersede you as the commander of the 
United States troops in the field at 
Santiago, so long as you are able for 
duty.

WHAT'S TO BE DONE.

WASHINGTON, July 25.—Rumors of 
various kinds have been in circulation 
as to the disposition of Gen. Shafter's 
army, but the War Department has 
not come to any conclusion as Yet in 
the matter. A sufficient force is to be 
kept at Santiago to maintain the posi- 
tion the United States has taken and 
to preserve order. While there is yel- 
low fever infection in the army, no at- 
tempt will be made to bring the troops 
to the United States. 

The War Department, it may be inti- 
mated, is now bending every effort to 
secure for Gen. Shafter’s army an 
ample supply of nutritious food, and 
also will see that the soldiers have 
rest and careful attention, so that they 
may get in the very best condition. 
The medical corps is now making a 
careful examination of the army with 
a view of advising the department as 
to the best methods of restoring the 
sick to health and preventing any fur- 
ther spread of disease. 

It is not believed at the department 
that any large number of troops will 
be necessary at Santiago after the 
Spanish prisoners have been deported, 
but there the department awaits fur- 
ther developments before deciding upon 
any course in reference to Shafter’s 
army.

SANTIAGO ADVICES. 


Sanitary Force at Work—Bury- 


ing the Dead. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, July 25.—Dispatches to 
‘he World from Santiago say that the 
Cuban insurgents encouraged by the 
correspondents of a sensational New 
York fewspaper are retarding the work 
of Military Governor Wood. They are 
still disgruntled because the town was 
not delivered over to them. The Span- 
iards are accepting the change of gov- 
ernment in Santiago with good grace. 

The insurgent forces have left the 
American camp and gone twenty miles 
into the interior. They have been 
warned under threat of extreme pen- 
alty, not to molest Spanish residents or 
returr to the old system of, brigandage. 

There were fifty funerals here yes- 
terday of refugees, who died as the 
result of the scarcity of food at El 
Caney. Santiago is still short of food. 
The streets are full of beggars. The 
householders have been ordered to 
clean their houses. A big sanitary 
force is at work. There is great need 
among the Americans of lemons and 
preserved acid fruits. 

The Spanish company having the con- 
tract for the deportation of . Spanish 
surrendered troops. has notified them 
by cable to be ready to start next . 

The American heroes, during the heat 
of the fighting. compelled to-force ev- 
ery step of their way, were buried 
where they fell, with the ceremony of 
war. Near the Quasina blockhouse, 
which the Rough Riders stormed and 
took some days previous to the battle 
of San Juan, twenty-five are buried in 
one grave. Chaplain Vandewarter of 
the Seventy-first New York conducted 
the burial service twenty-five times in 
one day. The bodies of Capt. Capron 
and Sergt. Hamilton Fish were not 
buried here. Both were taken home 
on the steamer Hudson, which started 
Thursday, by Nicholas Fish, father of 
the dead sergeant. “At the last ford 
before San Joan hill, it is estimated 
that forty of our men were buried in 
trenches. Twenty lie in the trenches 
at, the foot of the hill at El Caney, 
Owing to the necessity of feeding the 
starving, caring for the wounded and 
establishing an orderly government 
in the province, the reinterment of the 
brave men buried in the jungles has 
been impossible. Ultimately, however, 
they will be given a proper burial. Only 
the bodies of officers will be sent home. 
Coffins will be provided for the men. 


AMERICAN SILVER REFUSED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, July 25.—Maj. Sniffin 
of the pay corps will sail from New 
York tomorrow on the Olivette for San- 
tiago,accompanied by three paymasters, 
They will begin the payment of troops 
on their arrival, and in a very short 
time will be joined by other paymas- 
ters, who will assist in paying off Gen. 
Shafter’s army, and then will proceed 
to Porto Rico to pay off the army of 
Gen. Miles. 

A rather interesting question has 
arisen in regard to the payment of 
troops. A telegram has been received 
from Gen. Shafter requesting that gold 
and paper be sent to Santiago, as 
tradesmen there refuse to accept Amert- 
ican silver dollars at their par value 
and rate them at 50 cents on the dollar, 
like the Mexican dollar. It was Pay- 
master-General Stanton’s intention to 
send as little silver as possible, con- 
finig it mostly to subsidiary coin for 
the purpose of making change on ac- 
count of the greater convenience to 
take gold and paper, and he will con- 
tinue to do go.

WILL REMAIN NEUTRAL, 


Franz Josef Has Given His 


Never-broken Word. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, July 25.—A special dis- 
patch to the World from Kingston, Ja- 

maica, says: 

“Austria will remain neutral. Em- 
peror Franz Josef has said it, and he 
never breaks his word. This was the 
only comment that the captain of the 
Austrian warship Marie Theresa would 
make on the Spanish-American war. 
Recent experiences of the Marie The- 
resa have not been calculated to cause 
her captain and crew to feel kindly 
toward the United States. After be- 
ing dined and feted in Havana they 
arrived off Santiago Harbor to be shot 
at by the American battleship Iowa, 
simply because, as the American offiecr 
explained, the Austrian flag looked a 
good deal like the Spanish. 


The Maria Theresa came into Port 
Royal harbor Saturday morning. In 
the cabin of the warship Capt. von 


Ripper talked freely about the Ameri- 
can battleship making a target of his 
vessel. 

“‘*Every one in the American fleet 
from commodore down, was so polite 
and apologetic,’ said he, ‘that I now 
have a higher regard for the men of 
the American navy than ever before. 
We did not design the Austrian flag, 
and we cannot help its resemblance 
to the Spanish flag. But never mind, 
it’s all over. My only regret is that 
the rules of the Austrian navy would 
not permit my leaving my ship. as I 
wanted to call on Commodore Schley 
myself. I tould not do so, so I had 
to send an officer.

NEW YORK, July 25.—Lieut. Hob- 
son announced later in the day that 
the Merritt & Chapman Wrecking and 
Derrick Company had consented to 
undertake the recovery of the Cristobal 
Colon, and was making every effort to 
begin the wofk as soon as possible. 
The difficulty of saving the Colon, he 
said, lies in the complete submergence, 
supon her beam ends, of a steamer of 
7000 tons.” Only a short portion of 
her stern js clear of water, Which fills 
her whole interior.

UNNBCESSARY FUSS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, July 25.—Nothing 
has come yet from Gen. Shafter to the 
War Department either in the shape of 
a cablegram or a mailed report con- 
taining any reference to the corre- 
spondence supposed to have passed 
between himself and Gen. Garcia. The 
officials have no doubt that Gen. af- 
ter wrote a reply to the Garcia letter, 
but they still refuse to believe that Gar- 
cla either wrote or Knew of the initial 
letter which was said to have been 
addressed by him to Gen. Shafter. 

One point that seems to afford some 
basis for this belief is Gen. Shafter’s 
statement that he invited Gen. Garcia 
to be present at the ceremonies attend- 
ing the raising of the American flag 
over Santiago. It is hardly convéiv- 
able that Gen. Garcia, therefore, should 
have made such a statement as that 
attributed to-him in the alleged letter, 
directly at variance, as it is, with 
‘the facts as reported by Gen. Shafter. 
While regretting the friction that ex- 
ists at Santiago between the Cubans 
and the American forces, our govern- 


ment-can see no cause at this moment 


for a modification of the programme 
it has outlined in the matter of the 
government of that city. As one of 
the ablest legal advisers of the admin- 
istration has stated: 

"Civil government in a town like 
Santiago can exist only in .time of 
peace. In war time the military ar- 
rangements ‘must be supreme, and 
until peace is attained the only form 
of government that can be erected and 
maintained over territory occupied by 
an army is a military government. To 
atiempt to be guided by any other 
Would be to invite. anarchy and } 
would lead to notable excesses. It is 
not intended by this statement to re- 
flect upon the character of the Cubans 
or their ability. for. self-government, 
but this rule would and should be ap- 
plied in any conquered territory. 

’ "It could not be conceded for a 
moment that the United States forces 
should go on capturing communities 
in Cuba and then turning them over 
while the war existed to an element 
that had not been able themselves to 
effect the capture. The position of 
the government in this is believed to 
be exactly in _acordance with the most 
advanced principles of government 
during the time of war, and it is 
therefore improbable that any change 
will be made in the status at San- 
tlago until peace is attained.” 


TO PURCHASE SUPPLIES.

WASHINGTON, July 25.—The of- 
ficlals of the national headquarters of

NEW YORK, July 25.—The Rev. 
Thomas Dixon, Jr.,:in his serman in 
the Grand Operahouse said he believed 
the stories of discreditable actions, cow- 
ardice and preference for eating rations 
to fighting, regarding the Cuban troops 
to be misrepresentations.

“With an actual force of 15,000 men in 
three weeks he forced an entrenched 
army of superior numbers to surrender, 
not only the force immediately in front 
of him, but other forces further. dis- 
tant. It required a diplomat to do this. 

“Tl am sorry Garcia misunderstood us. 
Some courtesy has been neglected to- 
ward these poor, proud, ragged men. 
It matters little, however. The United 
States has gone to give Cuba freedom, 
and reports from wunmnreliable_ sources 
cannot change that purpose. That was 
the pledge of the United States, and 
the nation that keeps the truth will 
enter into the city- e men of little 
America cannot stop the nation’s march 
which brings liberty to lands engulfed 
in the tyranny of centuries.’

ORGANIZE A BAND.

INTERNAL DISORDERS.

Great pre- 
cautions have been taken at open-air 
theaters in the Buena Retiro Gardens 
in Madrid, owing to an expected dem- 
onstration in favor of Gen. Weyler who 
was present, but nothing developed.

“MODIFIED CABINET.”

MADRID, July 24.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] (Delayed in transmission.) The 
correspondent here of the Associated 
Press has had an interesting conver- 
sation with a person occupying a high 
position in the Queen Regent's house- 
hold. and whose duties bring ‘‘im 
into intimate relations wth Her Maj- 
esty. He said the quarrel between 
Spain and the United States is much 
easier of adjustment than is generally 
believed. 

“The Queen Regent,” he continud, 
“naturally endeavored to avoid war, 
and also she desires an honorable end- 
ing of it. Sne is quite alive to the 
force of public opinion, and holds 
strictly to the constitutional laws of the 
nation. It is an error to suppose the 
Queen Regent is under the pressure of 
the present or any government, or that 
she is regardless of public opinion when 
it in the interest of the Spanish peo- 
ple. The official quoted then added an 
important statement as follows:”’ 

‘The present government will not in- 
itiate peace, but a modified Cabinet, 
freaded by Sefior Gamazo, Minister of 
Public. Instruction, will conclude the 
negotiations, and then retire, and Gen. 
Polavieja with a combination. including 
Seficr Silvela and Gen. Campos will 
reorganize the Cabinet. Everybody 
considers that Spain should treat di- 
rect with the Americans, whose practi- 
eal good sense will prvail over ‘spread- 
eagleism.’ ”’

FEARS THE ARMY. 


The Spanish Dynasty on the 


Volcano’s Brink. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 

NEW YORK, July 25.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.}] The Tribune’s Madrid spe- 
cial, via Paris, says that the situation 
is far more critical than at any pre- 
vious time since the War began. On 
the surface the habitual indifference of 
all classes of people to national disas- 
ters seems to continue. Social enter- 
tainment, popular amusements and bull- 
fights go on as merrily as ever, but 
this apparent apathy is merely super- 
ficial. The spectre of revolution has 
momentarily restrained the Carlists in 
northern provinces, but has forced Sa- 
gasta to put his whole trust in the lead- 
ers of the army. 

The generals are now absolute mas- 
ters at Madrid and are likely to cast 
aside Sagasta as soon as they have no 
further use for hit The artillery is. 


the most democratic, as well as the 
most efficient branch of the military. 
service, and has always been early in 
taking ani active part in any repub- 
lican movement to overturn the dy- 
nasty, Today the entire artillery force 
of the garrison of Madtid is openly hos- 
tile ta the government, and if ordered 
to fire on the people would certainly 
refuse to do so, and would fraternize 
with the insurgents. 

The disaffection of the army increases 
‘day by day. Gen. Polavieja, thor- 
oughly honest, loyakh soldier of the old 
school, whose \devotion to the Queen 
regent ts beyond reproach, has had a 
long conference with the Queen, Sa- 
gasta and the leaders of the opposition. 
Polavieja is the last hope of the dy- 
nasty. This blunt, but genial soldier 
still retains a certain influence with the 
army, but those who ought. to know 
best say that when the time comes he 
can no more stem the popular tide than 
could Marshal Bugeaud have prevented 
the Paris revolution of. 1848 from sweep- 
ing away Louis Philippe. 

Not a day passes without the Em- 
peror of Austria exerting his strong 
personal influence with the Queen Re- 
eent, urging her to make peace at 
once, no matter at what sacrifice, for 
in his opinion, the only salvation of 
the dynasty depends upon her ability 
to do so, and -he points out that the 
longer peace is delayed so much more 
intense will be the international ex- 
plosion, which is the real danger of the 
dynasty. 

The Queen is most anxious to act 
upon the Emperor's advice, and here 
great hope is that Polavieja will suc- 
ceed in obtaining the assent of the 
army to permit the Cabinet to make 
such direct offers of peace to Wash- 
ington as would be acceptable there, 
but whether Polavieja will be able to 
exert the necessary influence with the 


military leaders is considered more 
than doubtful. 
To make the _ outlook still more 


dismal, it is known that, in spite of 
explicit official denials, Republican 
discontent is spreading at an alarming 
pace in Cordova, Valencia, Murcia ang 
Huelve The Socialist populace in 
Cartagena is kept in check only by 
soldiers and sailors of the arsenal 
and by Camara’s fleet.

NO UPRISING IMMINENT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT] 
LONDON, July 26.—The Madrid cor- 

respondent of the Times, noting the 
great increase in Carlist activity, says: 
“All the leading members of the party 
have left Madrid. Sefior Mella, the 
Deputy who caused an uproar at one of 
the closing sittings of the chamber by 
a Biblical quotation about female rulers, 
is going abroad. On the other hand. 
some influential Carlists repudiate any 
illegal action, and the best authorities 
in the monarchical party are also of 
the opinion that there is no danger of 
a rising at present, since few Span- 
iards are wiliing to increase the na- 
tion’s calamities by plunging the 
country into the horrors of civil war. 
“Sefior Sagasta has promised to 
diminish, so far as possible, the incon- 
veniences of press censorship.

Whatever results there may be, 
the public is beginning to recognize 
that the government has been less in- 
active than was generally supposed, 
and has greatly strengthened its more! 
position by its success in bringing the 
country to accept the situation and 
see the necessity for peace.” 


CABINET CRISIS AVERTED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. } 


LONDON, July 26.—The Madrid cor- 
respondent of the Standard says there 
is still an endeavor to keep alive the 
impression that something is going on 
behind the scenes in the direction of 
peace, but the prevalent idea is that 
the war will continue until the fall of 
Manila and the invasion of Porto Rico. 
Peace is impossible until there is more 
unanimity in Spain with regard to the 
necessary sacrifices of territory.

RAILS IN CHINA. 


Conservatism Gives Way to 
Reckless Development. 
fA. P. BARLY MORNING REVORT.] 
NEW YORK, July 25.—The Tribune 
publishes the following from their cor | 

respondent at Peking, China: 

“The railroad situation in China is 
rapidly improving. Conservatism has 
apparentiy been all thrown overboard, 
and the government is dealing out con- 
tracts and concessions with almost a 
reckless hand. The only completed line 
in the empire is from Peking to Shang- 
hai-Kuan, via Tien Tsin, a distance of 
about two hundred and fifty miles, but. 
the road from Peking to Hankow is 
being pushed forward as rapidly “as | 
the rails can be furnished by the Han_ 
Yang Iron Works at Hankow. 

“The private lines so far authorized | 
are the Han-Kuang line from Hankow 
to Canton, a valuable concession, which 
has been granted to the 
Washburn-Tarry syndicate of New 
York. Then there is a concession 
granted to Dr. Yung Wing to procure 
foreign capital and build a trunk line 
from Tien Tsin to Shanghai. This line 
will ultimately be the best business 
venture in China. The latest road au- 
thorized is that granted to the Kusso- 
Chinese Benk. This road from Tai 
Yun Fu the cepital of the rich province 
of Shan Si, to Chang Ting Fu, on the 
Lu Han line, as the road from Peking 
to Hankow is Known, thus connecting 
with the trunk line south. }

mere granting of railroad concessions, 
as showing the spirit of progress awak- 
ened, is the recent industrial conces- 
sion to the Anglo-Italian syndicate, 
represented at Peking by Chevalier 
Luzzati. This, the first industrial con- 
cession bound to be sealed in the Tsung 
Li Yamen with the great seal of the 
Foreign Office, grants to tne Anglo- 
Italian syndicate exclusive rights to 
the immense coal and iron beds that 


exist in Southern and Central Shan Si 
with the right.to build railways and cut 


canels to navigable rivers. A vear ago, 
a famous RHBussian traveler published 
his observations on this particular field, 
whith he Gharact+ rized as being the 
richest in iron and coal of all spots in 
the world. The article was published in 


the Kobe Chronicle of January &, 1898. 

“The Pacific will, in a few years, if 
properly encouraged, be the market for 
a vast trade with China and with a 
hold upon the eastern world such as 


Manila would give America with Eng- 
land. could command the commercial 
control of Chinese ports. 

“If Russia and Gérmany are allowed 
to pursue the exclusive and selfish pol- 
icy or personal aggrandizement, as so 
far forth in their occupation of 
Port Arthur and Kiao Chou, with con- 
trol of large portions of Chinese terri- 
torv to the exclusion of other nations, 
American commerce must suffer.

SEATTLE (Wash..) July 25.—The 
eteamer Charles Nelson arrived here 
today from St. Michaelis with 175 pas- 
seengers from Dawson and geold dust 
estimated all the way from $1,000,000 
to $1,500,000. Purser M. A. Tucker said. 
“I believe that $1,500,000 is a fair esti- 
mate. Of that amount I can vouch for 
$600,000, which was turned over to me 

and placed in the sieamers’ safe.” 
One man, Tucker said. head $175,000, 
another $125,000. He would not 
disclose their names. Prof. T. 8S. Lippy, 
his father and two brothers, carried off 
the steamer nine canvas sacks, which 
weighed about one hundred pounds 


each, This was the clean-up from 
Lippy’s claim, No. 16 Eldorado. 
Charlés Randall. an old-timer, haa 


$84,000. Other individual-amounts ran 
from $1000 to $10,000, the average being 
$5000. At 5 O'clock this afternoon, 
sixty-seven passengers had deposited 
in the assay office about $300,000. Four 
thousand ounces was the largest in- 
dividual amount. This did not include 
the Lippy and Randall gold. 


About one-third of the passengers 
Drought no gold. Some of them had 
gone in this spring. Not liking the 


prospects, they sold their outfits and 
returned. People are arriving at St. 
Michaels every day from up the Yukon, 
and the next steamer from there will 


crowded to their full capacity, Ow- 


ing to the high rates on river steamers. 
many are floating down on small boats. 

When the Nelson left St. Michaels 
there were twenty-six vessels there. 
Nine river steamers, loaded to the 
guards, had started up the river. 
Some were drawing four feet of water. 
and doubts were expressed ofthe ability 
.of the heavier draughts ever going to 
Dawson. There is a large amount of 
merchandise at St. Michaels, which will 
insure a supply of food next winter if 
it can be gotten up before ice closes 
navigation. 

Moran's fleet of ten river steamers 
Was passed by the Nelson just after 
it had entered Bering Sea. about six 
hundred miles from St. Michaels. The 
arrival of the fleet was anxiously 
awaited at St. Michaels, as it would 
enable many of the steamers to send 
their passengers up the river. The 
passengers were getting very uneasy 
and discontented. Several steamers 
Were unable to sail, owing to the fact 
that their passengers would not dis- 
embark until river transportation was 
provided for them. Among the steam- 
ers thus delayed were the Progresso, 
South Portland and Brixham. 

The noted Cuban filibuster Laurada, 
with three tows, was passed by the 
Nelson in Bering Sea. The Conemaugh 
was discharging her steel river steam- 
ers, and they were being riveted to- 
gether. The Navarra had arrived with 
her tow, river steamer Minneapolis, in 
good condition.

SAN FRANCISCO, July 25.—Notwith- 
standing, the fact that there is a short- 
age in the deciduous fruit crop this 
year, the shipments of green fruit so 
far this season exceed those for the

He was then given odd jobs about 
the city, and through influence was 
given the appointment of special police- 
man, but he has not been given any 
duty to perform because of the roar 
which went up over his appointment. 

Mrs. McLellan was told the authori- 
ties could not bring her husband back. 


A RAID ON GAMBLERS. 


Policeman Finds 2 Lottery Joint in 
Full Blast.

BOARD OF EDUCATIO 


THE MACY-STREET SCHOOL A 
SOURCE. OF TROUBLE, 


It Extends on a Public Alley, Hence 
Trouble is Brewing for the 
Roard—Cheaper to Buy Two Lots 
Than to Move the Building. 


At the meeting of the Board of Edu- 
cation last night the Sunset Telephone 
Compan asked permission to lay its 
cables through the grounds of the 
Spring-street school building by attach- 
ing the cables to the walls of the build- 
ing. As it would be a permanent fix- 
ture, the company promised to do the 
work in such a manner as to be wholly 
unobjectionable in any respect, and 
that no annoyance or danger of any 
kind would be created thereby. The 
company has already laid its cables 
underground in the alley as far south 
as the schoolhouse, and as it was 
desired to obtain the necessary per- 
mission to cross the school grounds as 
soon as possible, Chairman Davis will 
this morning sign the necessary per- 
mission, in case he deetns it advisable 
to do so. 

D. Allen extended. an invitatien to 
the board to be present at an addréss 
on “Oral Education’ this evening at 
8 o’clock in the Y¥.M.C.A. Hall, whick 
was accepted with thanks. 

In the matter of a proper foundation 
under the High School walls, Building 
Superintendent Hogan said that he 
had not yet prepared specifications for 
the work, but thought it would require 
about 12,000 brick. Mr. Brage favored 
having the work done by the day, 
under the supervision of the Building 
Superintendent, rather than by con- 
tract, and it was so agreed, the work 
not to exceed in cost $300. 

The Finance Committee reported a 
balance of $25,495.52 in the several 
school funds on July 1. On that date 
the State School Fund had been over- 
drawn $16,643.04, which, however, has 
since been paid. The committee also 
reported bills te the amount of $1193.51, 
which were ordered paid. It was also 
ordered that all minor repair work 
necessary to be done in the various 
schools should be attended to under 
Mr. Cuneo’s supervision oefore the 
opening of the next term. 

Building Superintendent Hogan sub- 
mitted a report containing specifica- 
tions of repair work necessary to be 
done on the various schools, such as 
painting, plastering, carpenter work, 
etc., indorsed by the Building Com- 
mittee. The report was accepted and 
the work ordered done. 

The Insurance Committee was in- 
structed to place $1000 insurance on 
the material, apparatus, etc., belonging 
to the High School, which is now in 
the Sand-street school. 

It was decided, as an experiment, 
to make the color of the blackboard in 
the new sloyd room of the Sixth-street 
school dark green instead of black, as 
it was thought that color would be 
easier on the eyes. 

Chairman Davis stated that he had 
been served with papers in an action 
brought against the board by William 
Mead to compel the removal of the 
Macy-street school off of the public 
alley, on which, it seems, the building 
was built by mistake. Mr. Simonton 
says that about three years ago the 
City Council had eleven new school- 
houses erected, the Macy-street build- 
ing being one of them, which were 
afterward turned over to the Board of 
Education, and that the board now holds 
a deed from the City Gouncil for the 
various buildings and land on which 
they are situated. Who is responsible 
for allowing the building to extend out- 
side the limits of the school lot, the 
board does not pretend to say. As it 
would cost, according to Mr. Simonton. 
in the neighborhood of $5000 to move 
the building, and the two lots back of 
the building can be purchased for $1600, 
some of the members think it would 
be advisable to acquire the additional 
realty and allow the alley to run around 
the property. However, the whole mat- 
ter will be referred to the City Attorney 
by Chairman Davis.

Merchants and Manufacturers Want 
a Heavy License.

Hand sweeping of the streets in the 
main business portion of the city Is 
vigorously indorsed by the association. 
A special committee has been appointed 
to collect all the information necessary 
to enable the association to bid for 
that portion of the street-cleaning con- 
tract which calls for Sweepng by hand. 
The district which it is proposed to keep 
clean in this manner is all the re- 
zion bounded by Main, Fifth, Broad- 
way, First and Spring streets, includ- 
ing the cross streets in that district. 
It is conceded that the cost would be 
greater than that of machine sweeping, 
but it is believed that the superior 
cleanliness and healthfulness of the 
hand sweeping would more than com- 
pensate for the increased cost. 

The Los Angeles banks 
charge exchange drafts on the 
other cities. On this account 
the association has_ instructed its 
secretary to prepare an agreement 
avhich will bind the signers to refuse 
to accept payment from country mer- 
chants except by drafts on Los Ange- 
les banks, and to agree not to credit 
their checks for more than their value 
less the rate of exchange.

WATER COMPANY’S INJSUNCTION 


SUIT COMES UP TODAY. 


Inventory of the Bassett Estate 
Filed—Santa Monica Rape Case. 
Transfer of Tulare Lands 
Makes a Legal Tangle. 


The regular meeting of the City 
Council yesterday was devoted almost 
exclusively to the transaction of rou- 
tine business, much of which had accu- 
mulated during the busy times while 
the water question was under consider- 
ation. Numerous matters of street im- 
proverent were acted upon and a large 
number cf ordinances preliminary to 
improvement of streets were adopted. 

The Council has ordered the tunnel 
and park bonds authorized at the re- 
cent bond election, to be issued. The 
issue wil be made as soon as the nec- 


‘essary prejiminary work, such as print- 


ing ani advertising, can be done. 

The contract for furnishing the city 
with street signs has been awarded to 
J. D. Newman & Co., the price which 
that firm is to be paid for the signs 
being $1997. 

The retition of the Los Angeles Trac- 
tion Company for permission to lay its 
tracks along Fifth street from Central 
avenue to the Arcade Depot has been 
denied by the City Council, for the rea- 
son that that company has secured a 
right-of-way to that, depot over pri- 
vate property and the Council does not 
desire to cause a congestion of street 
cars and tracks on the street men- 
tioned. 

Seven protests against street work 
were before the Council yesterday as 
special orders of business. Nearly all 
of them Were continued. That against 
the proposed openig of Park Grove 
avenue between Twenty-first and 
Twenty-third streets, was denied. 

The appointment of I. S. Smith as 
mangera of the Free Labor Bureau, vice 
S. M. Perry deceased, has been con- 
firmed by the Council. 

The Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ 
Association wants the Council to re- 
quire the so-called “Trading Stamp 
Company” to pay a license tax of $250 
per month. The matter has been re- 
ferred to the Finance Committee. 

The application by the City Water 
Company for an injunction restraining 
the city of Los Angeles from in any 
way interfering with the property ofthe 
company, will be heard this morning in 
Department. Two. Yesterday morningat 
10 o’clock was the time set, but oppos- 
ing counsel were willing that the mat- 
ter be continued over. Inasmuch as 
Judge Clark is a taxpayer of the city, 
and consequently might be held to be 
disqualified to pass upon the matter, 
Judge Oster of Sah Bernardino will sit 
in his place and hear the petition. 

The reversal by the Supreme Court 
of the trial court in the suit of Mrs. 
Augusta Truman against John Young 
will occasion a rehearing of a most 
curious suit. A diamond discovered in 
Young’s possession was positively 
claimed as the property of the plaintiff, 
and yet Young, on the other hand, pur- 
chased the stone on the representation 
by the police that the diamond was not 
one they were looking for, and in that 
way he was out of pocket $100. That, 
however, is on the supposition that the 
plaintiff’s claim was valid, but that 
contention is one in itself that has been 
and will be combated.

A BUSINESS SESSION. 


CITY COUNCIL DEVOTES A DAY TO 
MATTERS OF ROUTINE. 


Contract for Street Signs Awarded, 
Tunnel and Park Bonds Ordered 
Issued—Many Street Ordinances. 


Having, to the extent within their 
power, disposed of the water ques- 
tion for a time at least, the members 
of the City Council devoted the entire 
time of their regular meeting yester- 
day to the consideration of routine 
business, much of which had accumu- 
lated dyring the weeks which had been 
given up to the more important mat- 
ter. Yesterday's meeting of the Coun- 
cil was a business meeting, and while 
there was nothing unusual or start- 
ling in the proceedings, much import- 
ant business was disposed of. 

The weekly report of the heads of 
the financial departments of the city, 
the Auditor, Treasurer and Tax Collec- 
tor were referred to the Finance Com- 
mittee. 

The City Clerk reported that in the 
matter of the widening of Washington 
street between Arlington street and 
the west patent boundary, the Commis- 
sioners appointed to assess the bene- 
fits and damages had filed their re- 
port. The time for protesting against 
this report had expired on the 22d inst., 
and no protests had been received. It 
was, therefore in order for the Council 
to approve the report and the accom- 
panying diagram of the district of as- 
sessment. After the report had been 
filed, it was discovered that it was not 
in proper form, some omissions having 
been made. The matter was sub- 
mitted to the City Attorney,’ and he 
advised that the report be corrected. 
On motion of Mr. Toll, the report was 
ordered returned to the Commissioners 
with instructions to make the neces- 
sary corrections. 

The petition from the residents of 
Hill street between First and Fourth 
asking that the Council relieve them of 
the presence on that street of the large 
number of express wagons continually 
station there was read. They asked that 
that part of the so-called hitching 
ordinance be so amended or modified 
that the owners of the wagons would 
be allowed to station their wagons on 
other streets in the city. As the 
matter was already in the hands of the 
Board of Public Works, in another 
form, this petition was also referred to 
that board. 

The protest against the size of the 
district of assesment for the opening 
of New High street. from Franklin, 
and the request that that district be 
extended because of ‘the alleged de- 
gree of benefit, the proposed improve- 
ment will be to Broadway merchants 
and property-owners, was read, and it 
was stated that it was filed prema- 
turely. Tt was referred to the Board of 
Public Works, as that body has under 
consideration the onrening of the street. 

A petition from the people residing 


near the corner of Ninth and Albany 
streets to have an electric light placed |

at that intersection, was referred to 
the Gas and Light Committee. 

Protests from T. L. Duque, A. C. 
Larkin and others, ugainst the pro- 
posed opening of an alley from Fifth 
to Sixth streets between Broadway 
and Hill, were referred to the Board of 
Public Works, which has under con- 
sideration a number of other similar 
protests previously filed. 

A number of owners of property and 
residents of the vicinity of Fifth street 
and Central avenue presented a protest 
against the granting of any right to 
any street railway company to extend 
its tracks from that street intersection 
to the doors of the Arcade Depot. This 
matter has already been disposed of 
at a previous meeting of the Council 
by eranting just the matter protested 
— The protest, therefore, was 

ed. 

Isaac S. Smith, who was on Friday 
appointed by the County Board of 
Supervisors to succeed the late S. M. 
Perry, as manager of the Free Labor 
Bureau, filed an application for the 
confirmation of his appointment by the 
He stated that he had been 
employed at the labor bureau for more 
than a year, and was thoroughly fa- 
miliar with all the duties of the posi- 
tion of manager of the place. The 
appointment was duly confirmed. 

FREEHOLDERS’ QUARTERS. 

Secretary George M. Nolan of the 
Board of Freeholders, officially notified 
the Council that the board had per- 
fected permanent organization. He 
presented a request that the board be 
permitted to use the Council Chamber 
for meetings of the board on Tuesday 
and Friday evenings of each week and 
for such special megtings as the board 
might find necessary. The request was 
at once granted. 

A petition for the grading with the 
soil of the street of De Long street 
was referred to the City Engineer with 
instructions to present the necessary 
ordinance of intention for the work. 

CITY PNGINEER’S REPORT. 
_ The City Engineer presented a volum- 
inous report, most of which consisted 
of ordinances for street. work. All 
of these ordinances were adopted under 
Suspension of the rules. They are as 
follows: 

Final ordinances establishing the 
grade of Twenty-seventh street from 
Vernon avenue to Rosedale avenue; 
Twenty-ninth street from Budlong ave- 
nue to Rosedale avenue; Rosedale ave- 
nue from Adams street to Jefferson 
street;-Budlong avenue from Adams 
street to Jefferson street; Avenue 62 
from Pasadena avenue to Alvise street; 
Avenue 53 from Pasadena avenue to 
Longfellow street; Avenue 54 from Pasa- 
dena avenue to Longfellow street; Ave- 
nue 55 from Pasadena avenue to Car- 
lota boulevard; Longfellow street from 
Avenue 52 to Avenue 55; the north side 
of Twenty-fourth street from a point 
282.48 feet west of Tobermar street to 
Union avenue. 

Ordinances of intention to establish 
the grades of Avenue 50 from Pasa- 
dena avenue to Echo street: Stewart 
street from Seventh street to Lynwood 
street; to construct a sewer on Pleas- 
ant avenue from Bridge street to Michi- 
gan avenue; for the construction of a 
sewer on Ohio street from Lakeshore 
avenue to First street, and on First 
street from Boylston street to Kern 
street, and for the paving with decom- 
posed granite and curbing of Wilshire 
boulevard from Benton boulevard to 
Vermont avenue. 

In the matter of the proposed altera- 
tion and later improvement of a por- 
tion of Boyle avenue, the City Engi- 
neer reported that the tition upon 
which the present proceedings is based 
does not represent a majority of the 
property frontage. He recommende4 
that a new petition be presented. In 
order to secure the necessary majority, 
the street frontage of Hollenbeck Park 
will have to be represente on tHe pe- 
tition. The Mayor was, therefore, 
authorized to sign the new petition on 
behalf of the city for this property. 

BOND ISSUB ORDERED. 

At the last meetirig of the Council, on 
motion of Mr. Mathuss the City At- 
torney was directed to present an ordi- 
nance for the issuing of bonds for tun- 
nel and park purposes, authorized at 
the recent bond election. That ordi- 
nance was presented yesterday and was 
adopted without discussion or division. 

The City Attorney also presented an 
ordinance appointing the commission- 
ers recetly named by the Council for 
and straightening of Lyon 
street. 

When the ordinance of intention for 
the opening and widening % Eighth 
street from Santa Fé avenue fo Wick’s 
subdivision of the Cooper, South and 
Porter tracts, Mr. Ashman requested 
that the matter be referred to the 
Board of Public Works. The interested 
property owners, he said, were endeav- 
oring to arrange for the opening of the 


| street by mutual agreement, and if the 


Council took no action at the present 
time he thought the matter could be 
settled to the satisfaction of all con- 
cerned.

LAUNDRY PETITION DENIED. 


Several weeks ago a petition was filed 
by the laundry companies doing busi- 
ness in this city, asking that the pres- 
ent license applying to laundries be so 
amended as to make the fee for each 
laundry $5. At present the laundry- 
men are charged a certain percentage 
on their business, and the amount is 
never the same two months in succes- 
sion. They desired a uniform license 
and petitioned the Council for it. The 
matter was referred to the Finance 
Committee, and that body yesterday 
recommended that the petition be de- 
nied. The recommendation was 
adopted. 


DENIED THE APPLICATION. 


At the last regular meeting of, the 
Council the Los Angeles Traction Com- 
pany made application for permission 
to run its cars from Fifth and Central 
avenue to the Arcade Depot, and for 
that purpose asked a franchise or spe- 
cial privilege for twenty-three months. 
The matter was referred to the Board 


which was adopted: 

“In the matter of petition No. 641 
from the Los Angeles Traction Com- 
pany, we find that the recent action of 
the Council granting a similar privilege 
has resulted in relieving congestion at 
the intersection of Fifth street and Cen- 
tral avenue, and your committee is of 
the opinion that to further complicate 
matters by allowing a curve to be put 


in and a third company to use the 


portion of Fifth street from Central 
avenue to the depot grounds would be 
a serious detriment fo the convenience 
of the public. The fact that the peti- 
tioner has secured an entrance_to. the 
depot over private property, coupled 
with the above reasons, causes your 
committee to recommend that said pe- 
tition be denied.” 

When the Board of Public Works re- 
ported recommending that the plans 
for the alley between Broadway and 
Hill street and from Fifth to Sixth 
streets be changed as to make—a 
twenty-foot- alley instead of a fifteen- 
foot openig through the block, one of 
the interested property-owners§ ap- 
peared and stated that the plan is 
prepared by the board would work a 
hardship on some of the property-own- 
ers and would favor others, and give 
anything but a straight opening. Chair- 
man Blanchard of the board stated 
that in the opinion of the members the 
present plan as indicated in the report 
would give greatest satisfaction to a 
majority of the propertyowners in the 
block. The report was therefore ap- 
proved. 


AFTERNOON SESSION, 


Contract for Street Signs Awarded 
at Last—Protests Continued. 

When the Council was called to or- 
der for the afternoon session the lobby 
was crowded with property-owners, 
most of whom had appeared in the in- 
terest of this or that protest against 
proposed street improvements, the 
hearing of a number of such protests 
being a special order of business for 
that session. The first to be taken up 
was that of John Keifer and others 
against the proposed sewering of San 
Fernando street from Bellevue avenue 
to Alpine street. This matter has been 
before the Council for nearly five 
months, and has been continued from 
time to time for one reason or another. 
The sewers proposed recom- 
mended by the Health Officer, and the 
property-owners objected, because 
some of them had already made sewer 
connections on other streets. In the 
absence of Councilman Baker, the 
hearing was continued for one week, it 
being stated that in that time arrange- 
ments would be made to settle the mat- 
ter satisfactorily to all concerned. 

The protest of Della Kaufman and 
others against the report of the com- 
missioners in the matter of the open- 
ing of Hoover street from Washing- 
ton to Bush, was then called. This 
had been referred to a special commit- 
tee and the committee was not ready 
to report. Mr. Toll stated that there 
was a n@wement among the property- 
owners to pay the expenses of the 
commissioners, and then apply to the 
Council to have the proceedings aban- 
doned. In order to give them an op- 
portunity to do this, the hearing was 
postponed for one week. 

The appeal of Abbott Kinney from 
the acts and determination of the 
Street Superintendent in accepting the 
work done in resurfacing Main street 
between Ninth and Tenth streets, was 
to have been heard yesterday after- 
noon. When the matter was called no 
one appeared for the protestant, and 
after am effort to find if he cared to 
proceed with the matter, the appeal 
was dismissed. 

The old protest filed eight mdénths 
ago against the proposed widening of 
Buena Vista street, was again con- 
tinued, this time for another week, in 
order that Councilman Baker. in whose 
ward the proposed improvement is to 
be made, may be present to look after 
the interests of the people of that 
ward. 

At the request of attorneys for the 
protestants the protests of James 
Moses, a non-resident, and Mrs. Eliza 
Wilson against the report of the com- 
missioners for the opening of the ailey 
from Fourth to Fifth streets and be- 
tween Broadway and Hill streets was 
continued until the next regular meet- 
ing. 

It had been expected that @ hearing 
would be had of the petition for that 
portion of the so-called hitching ordi- 
nance which relates to vehicles used 
for hire, but at the request of several 
of the Councilnten the matter went 
over until next week. 

Mr. Grider moved that the San Pedro 
Street Railway Company be ordered by 
the Street Superintendent to replace 
the gravel in the center of that street 
and to sprinkle and roll the street 
from Fifth to Twenty-ninth, which mo- 
tion prevailed. 

. INVITED TO DETROIT. 

A handsomely-engraved invitation 
signed by the Mayor and City Clerk 
of Detroit, and addressed to the presi- 
dent of the City Council was read. In 
the most cordial terms it invites the 
Mayor, City Council and all public 
boards of Los Angeles to Detroit on 
the occasion of the annual session of 
the League of American Municipalities 
which begins in that city August 1. 
President Silver instructed the Clerk 
to answer the invitation, saying that 
it was received with thanks, but too 
late to make it possible for the city t 
be represented. 

CONTRACTS ANNULLED. 

At the morning session, B. Lorenzi 
presented a petition in which he stated 
that in bidding on the contract for 
sewering Ruth avenue he had by mis- 
take made his bid 56 cents per foot in- 
stead of 76 cents, as he had tntended. 
The contract had been awarded to him, 
as his bid was by far the lowest re- 
ceived. He said he was willing to show 
the Council his books in order to con- 
vince them that a mistake had been 
made. He, therefore asked to be re- 
leased from the contract. The matter 
was referred to the Sewer Committee, 
which committee at the afternoon ses- 
sion reported, recommending that the 
petition be granted. On that recom- 
dation the contract was annulled, the 
bondsmen released and the City Clerk 
was instructed to readvertise for bids 
for the work. 

Similar action was taken with refer- 
ence to the contract for sewering 
broadway, which was recently awarded 
to J. B. Hughes. In this contract 
Hughes had failed to takei nto consider- 
ation the kind subsurface he would 
have to lay under the asphaltumsurface 
in replacing that part of the street, 
and as the cost would have 
greater than he had expected it to be, 
he wanted to be released from the con- 
tract. His petition was granted. 

A communication was received from 
the secretary of the Merchants’ and 
Manufacturers’ Association reciting 
that he had been directed by the board 
of directors to submit to the Council 
an ordinance which accompanied the 
communication, and to recommend its 
immediate adoption. The ordinance 
provided for an amendment to the li- 
cense tax ordinance by which a license 
of $250 per month is to be imposed 
on all persons conducting what is 
known as a “trading-stamp” business. 
The matter was referred to the Fi- 
nance Committee. 

A VIGOROUS PROTEST. . 

In the matter of the proposed open- 
ing of Park Grove avenue from Twen- 
ty-first street to Twenty-third, which 
had been made the subject of a pro- 
test from property-owners residing 
north of the site of the improvement 
and which protest had been referred 
to the Board of Public Works, that 
body reported recommending that the 
protest be denied. A number of the 
interested property-owners were in at- 
tendance and others were represnted 


‘by Attorney J. N. Phillips. The pro- 


testants objected strongly to the open- 
ing of the street on the ground that 
it would entail upon them a heavy ex- 
pense, which they felt that they were 
unable to stand. One of them said that 
if the matter was insisted upon by 
the Council, he would have to either

Mr. Toll, who represented 
that ward, asked the-protestants what 
they thought the cost would be, but 


|none of them were able to state how 


much they would have to pay. He then 
explained that the proposed opening 
was but the beginning. of a line of im- 
provements which would vastly benefit 
the property all along the line of that 
street. After the street is opened to 
Twenty-third street, it is intended to 
continue the opening until ultimately 
the street will be opened to Adams 
street, making it the only open street 
through from Washington to Adams 
between Figueroa and Hoover streets. 
He pointed out that the cost of the 
present opening would not be more 
than $25 or $30 to each of the pro- 
testants, while if it was delayed the 
cost would in future be many times 
that. He spoke earnestly for fifteen 
minutes endeavoring to shpw the pro- 
testants that they stood in their own 
light in the matter. At the conclusion 
of his speech, the report of the. board 
was adopted and the protest was de- 
nied, 

In the matter of the proposed open- 
ing of Magnolia avenue between Adams 
and Washington streets the Board of 
Public Works recommended that the 
protest against the improvement be 
sustained, which recommendation was 
adopted. 

STREET SIGN CONTRACT. 

For several weeks the members of 
the Board of Public Works, to whom 
was referred the matter of the con- 
tract for street signs, for which bids 
were received on the same day that 
the lighting contract was settled, have 
been examining the bids closely. There 
were some points about some of the 
bids that had to be referred to the 
City Attorney. Yesterday the members 
agreed upon a report and submitted 
the following: 

“Your Board of Public Works beg 
leave to report in the matter of pro- 
posalgs to furnish street signs, recom- 
mending that the bid of J. D. Newman 
& Co. to furnish 2500 posts with two 
signs attached to each post, and 1200 
unattached signs, to be fastened upon 
posts already owned by the city, and 
1000 unattached signs, to be placed upon 
buildings, for the sum of $1997, be ac- 
cepted and the City Attorney instructed 
to present the necessary contract and 
bond therefor.” 

Ags soon as the-report was read the 
usual motion to adopt wes made and 
when President Silver put the question 
on the motion there were one or two 
faint ayes, but no negative votes. This 
did not please Councilman Mathuss, 
who secured the floor and said: “Mr. 
President, I want the roll called on the 
adoption of that report. I have h 
that it has been said that I have been 
holding up this matter and I want it 
understood that I have not been hold- 
ing up this or any other thing. I want 
the record to show who voted for and 
who against the report, so that here- 
after no member can be able to say 
that he voted one way or another or 
that he did not vote at all.” The roll 
was called and all members present 
voted “yea,” on the motion to adopt. 

The proceedings for sidewalking the 
east side of San Fernando street were 
abandoned at the request of the South- 
ern Pacific Railroad Company. That 
corporation owns all the property front- 
ing on the line of the proposed im- 
provement and has agreed to put in the 
sidewalk according to city specifica- 
tions, if allowed to do the work by pri- 
vate contract. 

A communication from the County 
Board of Supervisors officially inform- 
ing the Council of the appointment of 
I. S. Smith to fill the vacancy caused by 
the death of S. M. Perry, was filed as 
the Council had already taken action 
on the matter at the morning ses- 
sion. 


To Hear Appeals. 

The Board of Equalization will com- 
plete the work of reading the assess- 
ment rolls for the current year on 
Thursday or Friday. After that time 
until August 15, the board will consider 
such appeals for reduction of assess-~- 
ment as may be regularly filed. All 
such appeals which are not made out in 
proper form will not be considered. 


Final Street Inspection. 


In order that the interested property- 
owners may have an opportunity to 
enter protests against the acceptance of 
the work, if they so desire, Street Su- 
perintendent Drain will, at 9 o'clock 
this morning, conduct the final inspec- 
tion of the improvement of Albion 
street, from Main street to Avenue 21. 


Wants a Position. 

William N. Price has filed a petition 
to the City Council, asking that he be 
appointed to the position in the Free 
Labor Bureau vacated by I. 8. Smith, 
who has been promoted to the position 
of manager of the bureau, appoint- 
ment of the Board of Supervisors. Ac- 
companying his petition is a recommen- 
dation signed by a large number of 
well-known people, among them the 
Mayor and other city officials.

THE TRUMAN DIAMOND. 


SUPREME COURT DECISION THAT 
BRINGS IT INTO COURT AGAIN, 


None of the Points Passed Upon bat 
the Merely Technical One of an 
Incomplete Allegation—Plaintiff 
Allowed toAmend the Complaint, 


When Mrs. Ay ta Truman recov- 
ered judgment against John W, Young 
in Judge York's department last Octo- 
ber for the return of a diamond, al- 
leged to be hers, or failing a return of 
the property for $266.66, an appeal was 
taken to the Supreme Court, and now 
the trial court has been reversed, and 
the case will be set for rehearing. 

The suit presented several very pe- 
culiar features, and resulted from the 
burglarizing of Maj. Ben Truman's 
house, when a quantity of his wife's 
jewelry was taken away. In Janu- 
ary, 1897, a Mr. Miller presented a 
ecard of introduction to Young, the 
defendant in the present action, and 
who is the proprietor of the Hollenbeck 
Cigar Store. The card bore the words: 
“This is Mr. Miller, the man I bought 
my diamond from, and he has another 
he wanted to sell.” Young had told 
his friend if ever he came across any 
one having a good diamond to sell to 
send him to him, as he wanted a good 
one, but scarcely felt prepared to pay 
the retail price. 

The man showed his diamond, but it 
didn’t suit Young, and apparently that 
ended the matter, for the man, Mil- 
ler, went away. Next day, however, 
he returned to Young and asked him 
to make an offer for the diamond, and 
he was offered $100, but he scorned the 
offer. The scorn was more in seeming 
than in reality, however, for he re- 
turned and closed with the offer, re- 
ceiving from Young a check for the 
amount on 4 Jocal bank. “About fifteen 
minutes later Detective Goodman went 
to Young and told him that a man was 
trying to cash a check of his, and asked 
him if it was all right. Young told 
the officer it was, and that it had 
been given in payment for a diamond. 
Several burglaries had been committed 
about that time, and the officer pricked 
his ears when a diamond was men- 
tioned. He asked for permission to 


“look at it, and obtained a description 


of the man who sold it, and then went 
away. These inquires rather disturbed 
Young, and he went over to see Mr,

request Young ict the officer nave the 
diamond pending an imvestigation, but 
it was returned to him next day with 
the statement that it was all right, 
and that’ Young. could—buy. it If he 


wanted to. Th jiatter remark was 
prompted by the knowledge that when 


the stone first bewan to develop SuSs- 
picion Young had stopped. payment 
on his check. Pe 

Young;-acting the reprseenta= 
tions of the police department, went to 
the bank and got the money for Mliler, 
and from that time on the latter in- 
dividual disappea’1 from the scene. 
About three weeks later Officer Good- 
man again borrowed the diamond from 
Young, promising return it next 
morning. . He didn't return it at the 
time mentioned, but then for the first 
time Young learned that the stone was 
claimed by Maj. Truman Not know- 
ing anything to the contrary then and 
not desiring to be mixed up in the 
transaction, Young offered to yield up 
the diamond if recouped the amount 
he was actually out of pocket. This 
was refused and the present action was 
instituted. 

When the case came to trial the wit- 
nesses for the plaintiff were eertain as 
to the identity of the diamond in ques- 
tion. Miss Georgia Truman testified 
with an assurance that amounted to 
positiveness. She stated that she haa 
charge of her mother’s jewelry, ha 


frequently cleaned the diamond, 
consequently, had Knowledge enabling 
her to identify it. She 4: 
peculiar cut and flat surface, :; 
nounced her ability to describe 
a diagram on paper, the approximate 
shape of the stone. Strangely enough, 
however, the witness failed to 
her mother's lost diamond when five 
stones, including the one lost, were 
placed before her. Other witnesses 
for the plaintiff were in the same pre- 
dicament—they could not pick out the 
missing gem from the group of five 

Frank P. Flint and William P. James, 
Esquires, were defending the case, and 
they moved for a non-suit on the 
ground that plaintiff had wholly failed 
to identify the diamond, and the issue 
involved was wholly one of identity of 
the property. The motion was over- 
ruled, and after Young had testified tn 
his own behalf, the court gave judg- 
ment for plaintiff. 

The Supreme Court, in reversing the 
trial court, has done so0 on the ground 
that the defendant's demurrer ‘to the 
complaint ought to have been sus- 
tained. It raised the point that the 
complaint contained no allegation that 
plaintiff was the owner or entitled to 
the possession of the diamond de- 
scribed at the time when the suit was 
begun. The ruling has been made on 
this technical point alone, the Su- 
preme Court saying that it is quite un- 
necessary to consider any other ques- 
tion when the one quoted ts suffictent 
in itself to warrant a revereal.

A CONTRADICTORY CASE, 


An Old Soldier Charged with an 
Infamous Offense. 

The trial in Department One yester- 
day of B. K. Smith, on the charge of 
assault with intent to commit rape 
upon Minnie Scotto, an eight-year-old 
girl, at Santa Monica, was rather un- 
satisfactory. 

The defendant is an old soldier, 63 
years of age, who has been working at 
Santa Monica on furlough from the 
Soldiers’ Home. The complaining wit- 
ness was J. Jensen, a restaurantkeeper 
at Santa Monica, who alleged that he 
looked through a knot-hole in the wall 
of the frame house into which Smith 
had taken Minnie Scotto and a little 
companion of about the same age. He 
testified that he saw Smith with his 
hand on the girl’s throat, and therefore 
broke down the door and after having 
thus effected an entrance he sent the 
children home. That in epitomized 
form was the case of the prosecution, 
but it was negatived by the defense in 
such a manner that Asst. Dist.-Atty. 
Williams asked the jury only to find 
the defendant guilty of simple assault. 

o begin with, a number of witnesses 
testified to the bad character of the 
complaining witness for truth and 
veracity, and upon the statements of 
the child herself she and her little 
friend met the defendant after the un- 
pleasant episode had passed and while 
chatting with him asked for a nickel. 
This did away with the assertion that 
the children were badly frightened an1 
that the girl Minnie had shrieked con- 
tinuously. 

The defense was the perfectly simple 
one that the little girls wanted to see 
the pictures in the defendant's p!ace 
and went inside for that purpose. When 
a knock came at the door Smith opened 
it and admitted Jensen, who told the 
children to go home. 

e jury in a few minutes returned 
a verdict of guilty, but Judge Smith 
said that he was not going to be hard 
on the defendant, as he iad gerious 
doubts about the merits of the cage. 
It was so full of contradictions that if 
he had heen on the jury he could hardly 
have returnedaverdict of guilty. The 
court then sentenes1] the defendant to 
thirty days’ imprisonment in the County 
Jail.

THE BASSETT ESTATE, 
A Nice Plum 
County. 

The inventory of the estate in this 
county of the late O. T. Bassett, who 
died at El Paso on February 2, was 
filed yesterday, and has an aggregate 
value of $98,887.63. This is the largest 
estate that has probably ever fallen 
into the hands of the public administra- 
tor of this county to be administered 
upon, and the fees that will accrue to 
the county will be in excess of $2000. 

It seems odd that an estate of such 
value should not be administered by a 
relative of the deceased, but although 
Mr. Bassett was a partner in the San 
Pedro lumbering firm of Bassett & Ne- 
beker, he was a resident of El Paso, 
where his larger and more extensive 
interests were. His only relative is 
Charles N. Basset, a son agei 17 years, 
who is attending school at Craw fords- 
Ville, Ind, for whom a guardian was ap- 
pointed at E! Paso, but for whom Judge 
Clark refused to appoint a guardian in 
this county. 

Messrs. W. A. Driscoll. W. ¥F. Cook 
and W. F. X. Parker were appointed 
appraisers of the decedent’s estate in 
Los Angeles county, ani when it is re- 
membered that the appraise} value is 
always much below the real value, the 
large estate left by Mr. Bzssett will be 
appreciated. The share in the San Pe- 
dro business is entered up at only 
$3287.98, the Gardena ranch. consisting 
of 278 acres, is valued at 220.000, ard 
lots in the Workman tract at over $15.- 
000, the balance of the total amount of 
$98,887.63 being made up of isolated 
pieces of real estate and securities of 
various kinds.

INSURANCE CLAIM. The judgment 
and order are affirmed in the suit of 
Mary Breedlove against the Norwich 
Union .Fire Insurance Society, carried 
on appeal to the Supreme Court from 
Riverside county. G. L. Bush was the 
owner of the property on March 10, 1896, 
and on that day conveyed it to the 
plaintiff. At that time it was subject 
to a mortgage that had been made by 
him April 24, 1893, to one Cowgill. An 
action to foreclose was begun Octé@#er 
3, 1894, and judgment was rendered De- 
cember 22, 1894, and under this judg- 
ment the property was sold to Cowgill 
January 31, 1895. The plaintiff did not 
record her conveyance from Bush until 
October 13, 1894, and she was not made 
party to the foreclosure suit. After 
the sale under the judgment, and be- 
fore the time for the execution of the . 
Sheriff's deed, viz, July 13, 1895, the | 
policy sued on was issued to the plain- 
tiff and the insured property wae de- 
stroyed by fire July: 23, 189%. The Su- 
preme Court holds that there is no dis- 
pute as to the title or estate in’ the 
property held by the plaintiff. She was 
the purchaser froin the mortgagor and 
former owner of the property, before 
the right of redemption had expired. 
No evidence of fraud appears, and the 
rights of the mortgage are in no wise 
involved.

SEPARATE MAINTENANCE, The 
suit of Emily J. Higgins against H. M. 
Higgins and the San Diego Savings 
Bank arose out of a contract made 
in April, 1891, whereby husband and 
wife agreed to live apart, and the hus- 
band undertook to pay the wife $600 
per year. A clause in the contract 
made the annuity a lien upon the hus- 
band’s estate during his  Iifetime, 
and after his death during the lifetime 
of the wife. Subsequently Mr. Hig- 
gins made to the San Diego Savings 
Bank a mortgage of the lands in ques- 
tion to secure his note for $5000. The 
plaintiff sued to recover arrears of 
the annuity and to subject ‘tthe lands 
to sale for payment. The trial court 
held that plaintiff had a first lien on 
the land, in virtue of the contract, and 
rendered judgment accordingly. This 
judgment has been affirmed by the 
Supreme Court.

THE THIRD ARBITRATOR. 

With due regard for Mr. James C. 
Kays, the gentleman named by the 
City Council to represent the city on 
the waterworks arbitration board, :t 
is to be regretted that the Council did 
not select for that position some emi- 
nent civil engineer, whose’ reputation 
would be a guarantee as to both fair- 
ness and competency. But inasmuch 
as the choice of Mr. Kays has been 
made, the action of the Counci! must 
stand. The water company will, of 
course, select as its representative on 
the board some man who ts pledged 
in advance to support the company’s 
demands through thick and thin. if 
the arbitration—or the attempt at ar- 
bitration—is to be more than a farce. 
it will be necessary, or at least highly 
desirable, that the third member of 
the board, to be selected by these 
two, shall possess technical knowledge 
of a kind which will be of direct as- 
sistance to the board in arriving at a 
decision as to the value of the im- 
provements which the water company 
has made to the city’s water system, 
for which improvements the city is 
to pay a price to be determined by 
arbitration. 

The third member of the boari. 
therefore, should be a civil engineer 
of high reputation in his profession, 
and of personal integrity which is 
above suspicion. It would be well. 
perhaps, to go outside the city—posst- 
bly outside the State—to find a man 
in every way qualified for the posi- 
tion. The selection of such a man | 
for the place would be a guaranty of | 
good faith on behalf of the city and | 
of the water company alike. It would | 
tend to remove all suspicion of ir- | 


regularity or unfairness in the work | 
of the arbitration board. 

The selection of the third member 
of the arbitration board will be 
awaited with intense interest by the 
people of Los Angeles. 


We should have one man on the 
board to arbitrate the water question, 
of distinguished ability as an engineer, 
who has no local connections of any 
sort. Let us hope that the arbitrator 
appointed by the city and the one w

ELECTING DELEGATES TO THE STATE 
CONVENTION. 

As heretofore. noted in the dis- 

patches, the Republican State Central 


Commitfee, at its recent session in 
San Francisco, adopted a resolution 
requiring that in counties having more 
than three Assembly districts, dele- 
gates to the State convention shall be 


elected at primaries or caucuses to 
be called by the county committees, 
instead of being chosen by county 
conventions, the delegates to which 
are elected at the primaries. In other 
words, the people are to vote, direct, 
for delegates to the State convention, 
instead of voting for delegates to a 
county convention charged with the 
duty of selecting State convention del- 
egates. 

This change in the method of se- 
lecting, delegates to the State con- 
vention would seem to be free from 
objections of any sort, if not actually 
an improvement upon the former 
method. It permits individual Re- 
publican voters to choose, by ballot, 
the men who are to represent them in 
the State convention. It brings the 


selection of these delegates close to } 


the people, and does away with the 
trading and wire-pulling which are 
too common in county and other con- 
ventions. If good men are not chosen 
as delegates to the State convention 
it will be the fault of the people 
themselves. 

An evening paper of Los Angeles, 
which manages to keep itself, like 
an ancient drab, in a chronic condi- 
tion of perturbation lest something 
dreadful should happen, professes to 
find in the new plan a deep, dark, 
terrible scheme on the part of Some- 
bedy to pack the State convention, 
to deliver over the people to the con- 
trol of “the railway machine,” to 
undo the Republican party, and to 
wreck the country. THe Times is 
unable to detect, upon a careful ex- 
amination of the plan, any such grave 
and awful menace. It would seem to 
be the most simple and natural way 
in the world, in the selection of dele- 
gates to the State convention, to 
permit the individual voters to elect 
those delegates by direct ballot, with- 
out the Intermediary of a nominating 
convention. Certainly, the opportun- 
ities for machine management are 
equally as great, if not greater, under 
the old method as compared to the 
new. The manipulation of the pri- 
maries by machine politicians will be 
as easy under one method as the 
other. But under the new method 
such manipulation must stop at. the 
primaries, whereas, under the old 
plan, machine influences could be con- 
tinued to the close of the county con- 
vention. 

At all events, it is idle now to dis- 
cuss the merits and demerits of the 
plan adopted by the State Centrul 
Committee by an overwhelming ma- 
jority. That plan having been 
adopted, there is no alternative but 
to select State convention delegates 
n the manner indicated. A greater 
responsibility than usual is thus 
thrown upon individual toters, on 
whom will devolve the duty of choos- 
ing delegates to sharé in the important 
duties and responsibilities of placing a 
ticket in the field, 

In view of this greater responsibil- 
ity upon’ the individual voter, each 
should make it a point to attend the 
primaries and cast his ballot for the 
candidates of his choice. It is im- 
portant that we should send to the 
State convention the best men we can 
select. This is always important,, but 
it is doubly so this year, when the 
combined forees of Populism and 
Democracy (so-called) will make an 
especially strong effort to “down” the 
Republican party all along the line. 

If the new plan of electing dele- 
gates shall serve no other purpose but 
‘Oo arouse among the Republican 
yoters an increased interest in the 
primaries, it will have accomplished a 
great and abiding good. Apathy re- 
garding the work of the primaries is 
the fountain-head of many of our 


political ills. If our best citizens 
would scrupulously and conscientiously 
discherge their duties in this regard, 


We should have purer polities, greater 


efficiency on the part of those placed 
in office, and better government in 
city, State, and nation.

POLITICS. 


The seme delegates who go to «the 
Republican State Convention from the 
counties embraced within the Sixth 
Congress District will also act as dele- 
gates to the Congress convention. This 
was determined yesterday at a meeting 
of the Congress Committee, held 
at the headquarters of the Young Men’s 
Republican League, in the Hollenbeck. 
Luther G. Brown, the chairman of the 
committee, presided. After a protracted 
discussion, which developed some rad- 
ical differences of opinion between 
members of the committee, a resolution 
was adopted providing that the Con- 
gress convention shall be held at 
Sacramento on August 23, the date of 
the State convention. The apportion- 
ment of delegates was fixed at one to 
each 200 votes cast for D. E. McKinlay, 
who received the highest number of 
votes for Republican Presidential elec- 
tor in 1896, and one additional delegate 
for each fraction of 100 votes or over. 
There will also be one delegate at large 
from each county in the district. 

This is the same apportionment 
adopted by the State Central Commit- 
tee for the State Convention. 

The chairman announced the resig- 
nation of James Rieves from the com- 
mittee, and James S. Dougherty of Uni- 
versity was appointed to fill the va- 
cancy. 

A. W. Kinney tendered his resignation 
as secretary, and George L. Keefer, a 
member of the cOMmittee, was elected 
to the office. 

The apportionment adopted by the 
committee will give a Congress 
convention of 185 delegates, distributed 
by counties as follows: 

Santa Cruz, 11; Monterey, 10; «San 
Luis Obispo, 9; Santa Barbera, 11; 
Ventura, 9; Los Angeles, 85. 

Some fime ago the suggestion was 
made that a separate set of delegates 
should be elected for .the Congress 
convention, so that the nomination of 
the Congressman might not be influ- 
enced by the trading and combinations 
that take place in the State convention. 
There can be no question that such a 
plan would give the fairest expression 
to the wishes of the Republican voters 
of the district, but it met with oppo- 
sition from the supporters of McLach- 
lan and the idea was abandoned. Mc- 
Lachlan’s friends still cling to the hope 
that some eleventh-hour combination 
may be formed at Sacramento which 
will, give their man the nomination. It 
is not on the cards, however, for Waters 
is now so far in the lead that he can- 
not be overtaken. He will have at least 
three of the northern counties and a 
large majority of the Los Angeles 
county delegation.

The total number of delegates in the 
Republican State Convention will be 
789. The apportionment in the counties 


lof Southern California will be as fol- 


lows: Los Angeles, 85; Orange, 11; 
Riverside, 11; San Bernardino, 15; San 
Diego, 19: Santa Barbara, 11; Ventura, 
9% San Francisco's representation will 
be 155. Alameda county will have sixty- 
eight delegates and Santa Clara thirty- 
three. 

Reports from the north indicate that 
Henry T. Gage’s candidacy has aroused 
great enthusiasm among the Repub- 
licans of San Francisco, where he is re- 
garded as the next governor. If Gage 
goes into the State convention with the 
San Francisco delegation behind him, 
in addition to his delegates from the 
south, he will have over one-third of 
the entire convention on the first ballot. 
The dissensions that have arisen among 
the northern gubernatorial candidates 
make it impossible that any of them 
should carry off the prize.

NEW YORK FAILURE. 


David McCosker, the Woolen Dealer, 
Can’t Pay Ready Cash. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 


NEW YORK, July 25.—David Mc- 
Cosker, doing business under the name 
of David McCosker & Company, deal- 
ers in linens and woolens, assigned’ to- 
day to Daniel C. Watt without prefer- 
ences. The liabilities, according to Mr. 
Watt, are about $50,000. When stock 
was taken in June, the goods are said 
to have been valued at $40,000. 

Watt claims that the assets of 
David McCosker & Company will reach 
to fully $101,000. He explains the 
cause of the failure that George J. 
Mallory, who was formerly a partner of 
McCosker, would not allow an exten- 
sion of time on bills due against Mc- 
Cosker. The latter, as explained by 
Watt, assumed the bills due against 
the firm when McCosker and Mallory 
dissolved partnership. An immediate 
payment of several bills was necessi- 
tated through the instance of Mr. Mal- 
lory, and the firm was assessed to 
such an extent as to make the assign- 
ment necessary.

A UNITED STATES DISTRICT AT- 
TORNEY DONS WAR PAINT. 


At Outs With Secretary Zeehan- 
delaar of the Merchants and 
Manufacturers. | 


TAX STAMPS CAUSE TROUBLE. 


MERCHANTS WANT EXPRESS 
CLERKS THROWN INTO JAIL. 


Federal Official Refuses to Issue a 
Warrant Against Wells, Fargo & 
Co.’s Employees for Revenue 
Tax Evasions. 


“Finlayson refused to issue warrant. 
When shown your telegram this morn- 
ing he swore at and cursed me and 
told me to go somewhere else.” 

This telegram, sent by Secretary F. J. 
Zeehandelaar of the Los Angeles Mer- 
chants’ and Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion to United States District Attorney 
Frank P. Flint, now in San Francisco, 
tells a tale of events which may cause 
complaints to be laid before high and 
mighty authorities in Washington, and 
involve Assistant United States Dis- 
trict Attorney J. R. Finlayson in all 
sorts of disagreeable complications. 
Yesterday morning, at a general meet- 
ing of the members of the association, 
the directors were requested by formal 
vote ‘‘to investigate the maltreatment 
of the secretary by the Assistant 
United States District Attorney, and 
to take such steps as may seem 
proper,” and later the directors met 
and approved “the action of the meet- 
ing in regard to Mr. Finlayson,” and 
decided to appoint a special committee 
“to investigate and to make such rec- 
ommendations as they deem proper.”’ 

The exciting interview which was the 
ground for the complaint made to the 
association by Secretary Zeehandelaar 
was an episode in the attempt of the 
Los Angeles ftherchants to compel 
Wells, Fargo & Co. to pay for the in- 
ternal revenue stamps which must be 
placed on all bills of. lading. Civil suit 
was brought ten days ago to compel 
the company to pay for the stamps, 
instead of compelling the shipper’ to 
supply them, but the law’s delays are 
so great that the association decided 
to bring a criminal case in to the Fed- 
eral courts, charging the company’s 
ggg with evading the war revenue 
aw. 

Mr. Zeehandelaar went to United 
States District Attorney Finlayson, 
and asked that a complaint be made 
out. Mr. Finlayson refused, declaring 
that there had been no violation of law. 
Meanwhile United States District At- 
torney Flint telegraphed to his under- 
study as follows: 

“File complaint before Van Dyke 
and have warrant issued for clerk of 
Wells-Fargo, who refuses to attach 
stamp to receipt under’ section 13.” 
This had no effect on Mr. Finlayson, 
so Secretary Zeehandelaar telegraphed 
to Mr. Flint as follows: 

“Wells-Fargo refuses to take pack- 
age or issue receipt therefor unless 
sender furnishes stamp which express 
company itself affixes and cancels. Is 
this violation of section 13? Will you 
direct issuance of warrants on above 
facts? Wire answer.” 

He received the following reply: 

‘Wired Finlayson yesterday to have 
warrant issued under section 13.” | 

Secretary Zeehandelaar returned to 
the charge, and a conversation ensued 
which is the reason for the special 
Committee on Investigation. The con- 
versation is detailed in a letter written 
by Mr. Zeehandelaar to Mr. Flint, com- 
plaining of the actions of his subordi- 
nate, as follows: : 

“Zeehandelaar: ‘Mr. Finlayson, I tele- 
graphed yesterday to Mr. Flint and 
got his answer last night.’ (Showing 
telegram.” 

Mr. Finlayson’s alleged reply is re- 
produced, but was of such a character 
as not to warrant printing. 

“Zeehandelaar: ‘I came here on offi- 
ciay business and expect to be treated 
in a gentlemanly way, even if you are 
a United States District Attorney. I 
want to say now that I am here on 
official business, and that you have in- 
sulted me.’ 

“Finlayson: ‘You have insulted me, 
and if you want anything you can g9 
somewhere else.’ ’’ 

Secretary Zeehandelaar’s letter then 
goes on to state that an investigation 
of the affair will probably be under- 
taken by the association, as follows: 

“You will realize that such language 
and such treatment from a public of- 
ficial in his public capacity on public 
business is not only uncalled for, but is 
a disgrace to the service in which the 
official is attached. I have communi- 
cated these facts to some of our direc- 
tors, who are as indignant about the 
treatment as I am, and who will take 
steps to see that no official will treat 
a citizen in his official capacity in a 
manner as described here above. 

“A meeting of the board of directors 
of this association will be held next 
Monday, and also a meeting of the 
merchants to discuss what methods 
must be empleyed to fight a corpora- 
tion to compel them to comply with the 
law that in the minds of the merchants 
leaves no discretion as to the duties of 
the corporation. 

“T desire to state to you that what- 
ever steps I have taken in this matter 
and whatever I have done to bring 
about a judicial action has been in- 
augurated under instructions of this 
association and simply because’. the 
merchants all over the country, as well 
as in Los Angeles, are up in arms 
against a rich corporation that refuses 
ot contribute a paltry sum to pay the 
expense and liabilities of our country 
in the hour of its need and trials. I 
considered that it was but just to you 
to lay the facts before you as they ex- 
isted before any action was taken bv 
this association. Mr. Finlayson’s clerk 
was present durine the entire conver- 
sation and one of Mr. Van Dyke's clerks 
during part of same. 

“Assuring you of my bigh esteem, I 
main, Yours resvectfullv. 

“F. J. ZEEHANDELAAR, 
“Secretary.” 

“o'-on writing the above I have re- 
ceived by telephone the following mes- 
sage: ‘Attorney for the association in 
the case against Wells-Fargo can pre- 
pare the complaint and the compla!nt- 
ant can swear to the same before Van 
Dvke.’ ”

Loses Reason on a Car and Dies in 
the Receiving Hospital.

Mrs. Stevenson felt ill when she arose 
yesterday, and at the suggestion of her 
husband and her daughter, she came 
to the city, it being agreed that they 
would join her here later, and then take 
a trip to Redondo. Mrs. Stevenson 
said she preferred to ride to Los An- 
geles in a street car, so her husband 
and Mrs. Barton drove her to the car, 
and then proceeded here in the buggy. 

When Mrs. Stevenson arrived here it 
occurred to her to visita woman friend 
on Hewitt street, and with that object 
she got on a Traction-line car going 
east. She became delirious soon after 
entering the car, and forgot the name 
of her friend and the street she lived 
on. Thomas Robbins, of car No. 118, 
on which Mrs. Stevenson rode, says she 
replied to his auestion that she was 
looking for a Mrs, Smith, who she 
thought conducted a  lodging-house 
somewhere on the route. The conduc- 
tor stopped at Third and Omar street 
and indicated a lodging-house, but Mrs. 
Stevenson said that was not the de- 
sired one. A stop was made at Third and 
Stevenson streets with the same re- 
sult and also at the Santa Fé depot. 
The demented woman remained on the 
car, when on its return trip, continuing 
to pay her fare when asked. At the 
power-house, it was then about noon, 
Conductor RoPbins was then relieved by 
another conductor, whose attention he 
called to Mrs. Stevenson. Returning 
from University, the conductor noticed 
that the woman was frothing at the 
mouth, and when the power-house was 
reached, he telerhoned to the Police 
Station to have the patrol wagon meet 
him at Third 2zad Spring streets. 

Opiates were given Mrs. Stevenson 
at the Receiving Hospital by Dr. Ha- 
gan, but it did not avail her. She was 
removed to the undertaker’s as an 
“unknown” woman, and was there 
identified by a friend, the very woman 
she had sought. Later her husband, 
daughter and her brother, lL. M. Ap- 
pleby of No. 2011 Santa Fé avenue, 
called to view the remains. Mrs. Ste- 
venson has resided in Los Angeles 
county for ten years. Her husband is 
a retired farmer. She leaves, besides 
those mentioned, a son, Frank, who 
is an electrician here! another son, 
Edward. a motorman on the Santa 
Monica line, living at Sherman, and a 
married daughter.

CITY COUNCIL MEETS AND ATTENDS 
TO ROUTINE BUSINESS. 


#rof. H. Geelmeyden, Astronomer

Cross Reception. 


PASADENA, July 25. — [Regular Corre- 
spondence.] This afternoon's session wf the 
City Council was chiefly interesting for 
what didn't happen. It was expected that 
the representatives of the San Gabriel Elec- 
tric Company would be on hand to urge 
the granting of a temporary “permit” to 
enter the city, but none of them appeared. 
Then the prospective engagement with the 
attorney of C. C. Brown, who protests 
against the report of the commissioners on 
the Center-street improvements, failed to 
materialize on account of the absence of the 
City Attorney. W. 8S. Wright, Esq., was 
there to represent Mr. Brown, but the hear- 
ing was postponed till City Attorney Arthur 
could be present. Mr. Brown claims that the 
commissioners did not take into account the 
damages which the extension of this street 
would cause to his property fronting on 
Madison avenue. He claims that before he 
built this house he went before the City 
Truetees and inquired if this extension of 
Center street was to be put through, and 
was assured that it was not, otherwise he 
would have located the house differently. 
Now, he claims, the city should bear the 
expense of moving the house, or award him 
Suitable damages in case the street is ex- 
tended. If the City Trustees are unable to 
sce it in this light, the case will be carried 
to the courts, the protestant alleging that 
certain legal conditions have not been ob- 
served@by the municipality. 

The absence of the City Attorney stirred: 
up some criticism. Trustee Reynolds com- 
lained that Mr. Arthur had been absent 
rom several meetings, causing the board 
great inconvenience, and he thought a City 
Attorney should be appointed who would at- 
tend all meetings. Attorney Wright sug- 
gested that it would be difficult for any at- 
torney to do so, Monday, the meeting day of 
the Trustees, being “law day.’’ The pres- 
ent Board of Trustees has not elected any 
subordinate officers, all being hold-overs, 
The law provides that they shall serve un- 
til their successors are appointed. 

The records show that City Attorney W. 
BE. Arthur was appointed April 21, 1890; that 
he resigned in February, 1896, but his res- 
ignation was not accepted by the Trustees. 
The records also show that Street Superin- 
tendent J. A. Buchanan was appointed April 
24, 1894; Health Officer F. F. Rowland and 
City. Engineer W. ‘B. Clapp on the same 
date; Chief Engineer A. S. Turbett Decem- 
ber 14,1889; Recorder J. G. Rossiter April 25, 
1893; City Marshal W. 8. Lacey April 21, 1890. 
The present Trustees have not been disposed 
to disturb any of these incumbents up to 
this time. 

The Trustees awarded the contract for 
curbing and guttering Cypress avenue to E. 
H. Smith, whose bid was 18% cents for 
gutter and 9% cents for curb.

Friday noon, at a place called Barbon, in 
the pineries, the boys unsaddled their horses 
and took lunch. There they were met by 
two escaped convicts from Pnsenada, one 
of them an Indian and the other a low- 
caste Mexican who had formerly been a 
servant in Gov. Sangines’s household. The 
men were on foot. 

The boys gave the men lunch, and the 
four talked at the meal in friendly fashion. 
Then Crosthwaite started to saddle his 
horse, when one of the men cooly raisd his 
rifle and took a pot shot at Crosthwaite, 
killing him instantly. Young McAleer, 
scared nearly to death, dashed into the 
brush and got away. 

He ran all that afternoon, reaching San 
Juan de Dios, where he aroused the neigh- 
borhood. A courier was hustled off to En- 
senada, while others went to the scene of 
the murder. There the body of the murdered 
boy was found, lying naked in the sun, with 
every stitch of clothing gone, as well as the 
two horses and saddles, food and guns. The 
murderers had made a clean sweep of every- 
thing in sight, even robbing the dead. 

Forty or fifty men on horseback started out 
immediately from Real del Castillo and En- 
senada, to catch the murderers. They will 
be shot down on sight. The Crosthwaite 
family is very numerous in Lower Califor- 
nia, and all being cattlemen, they are ex- 
pert horsemen and dead shots. Every one is 
on the warpath, and the murderers cannot 
by any possibility escape. Expert trailers 
will hound them down, whether they stick 
to the mountains or try to cross the desert.

BIG CATCH OF FISH. 

A young man returned to San Diego yes- 
terday after a day’s fishing at the Coronado 
ocean pier.

He carried over one shoulder a 
beautiful fish five feet long, weighing sixty- 
five pounds. It was a silver salmon he had 
caught at the pier and hauled in through the 
surf. In his other hand .e had a string of 
croakers, numbering about thirty. He car- 
ried enough fish to last him a month. 

The big silver salmon was lying in wait 
in the shadow of the rocks of the pier. When 
the live bait came along he darted out for 
it like a pike or a pickerel. The hook was 
none too large, nor the line too strong. The 
young man, when he discovered what a 
prize he had, was very much afraid he 
would break the line, and therefore played 
the big fish very cautiously. It was seen 
that it would be impossible to raise him to 
the gaff without danger of parting the line, 
so he gradually worked along the pier 
toward shore. Then, getting off the pier on 
the beach, he waited for an extra-big wave 
to come, upon which to land the fish. When 
it came he gave an easy, steady pull, which 
carried the salmon along on the crest of the 
wave to thin twenty feet of shore. Then 
the young fellow waded in and grabbed the 
big fish and wrestled with it till he hauled 
it in. The sight was witnessed by many 
people, who became greatly excited over 
the maneuvers of. capture. 

Twelve small pompano were caught by a 
man on the pier in fifteen minutes last 
evening at dusk. Capt. Dunne caught forty 
smal! silver salmon in the morning. The 
grawth of seaweed and kelp on the rocks 
under the pier makes it an ideal place for 
silver salmon and sea trout. Among a hun- 
dred or more fishermen who visited the pier 
during the day the total results were as 
follows: Pompano, 40; kingfish, 230; halibut, 
8: silver salmon, 53; flounders, 35; croakers, 
90; total, 456.

ANAHEIM, July 25.—[{Regular Correspond- 
ence.] Warren Gooden, aged 17 years, was 
run over and instantly killed by the Southern 
Pacific passenger train west-bound on the 
Alamitos branch last evening.

A PLEA FOR GOVERNMENT CON- 
TROL OF WATER SUPPLIES. 


George H. Maxwell Addresses a Pub- 
lic Meeting on the Irrigation 


Propaganda, 
RECLAIMING ARID LAND. 
RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE FED- 


ERAL EXPERT ENGINEBRRS. 


Pians for Employing the Nation's 
Idle Labor and Wresting from 
the Desert Farms for the 
Workers. 


George H. Maxwell of San Francisco 
lectured before a special meeting at 
fe Chamber of Commerce yesterday on 


the proposed construction of Federal 
Storage reservoirs to supply water to 
the arid lands of the West. He dis- 


cussed the present status of the iriga- 
tion problem, and argued convincinely 
strong popular movement 
throughout the arid region to secur 
the adoption as a national policy 
the construction of great Federal irr’ 
gation works, as has been recommended 


i 


by wovernment§ experts. 
The object of the meeting was to 
arouse interest in the work of the 


Irrigation Propaganda, the onganization 
Which seeks to erystallize public senti- 
ment for effective work. The lecture 
Was listened to with close attention 
by the audience present, among whom 


were a number of men prominent in 
loeal agricultural interests. Gen. 
Charles Forman, president of the 
Chamber of Commerce, presided and 
introduced the’ speaker. 

In his address Mr. Maxwell first 


outlined toe propositions which he pro- 
posed to discuss, which were: 
First—The construction of Federal 
storage reservoirs by the national gov- 
ernment as a part of the established 
policy of internal improvements as ree- 
ommended in the report of Capt. «now 
Col.) Hiram M. Chittenden on Sur- 
vey8 for reservoirs in Colorado and Wy- 
oming.”’ 
Second—State 
works for the distribution of the new 
water supplies thus created. where 
such distribution was bey@nd Whe scope 
of the coéperation of land owners, and 
also. as outlined—the constitytion of 
the Irrigation Propaganda. 
Third—Federal irrigation to 
reclaim the arid public domain, to give 
employment to unemployed labor and 
enable unemployed wage-earners to get 
homes on the land, and gradually trans- 
form the deserts of Arid America into 
prosperous rural homes. 

In support of his advocacwof Federa! 
storage reservoirs Mr. Maxwell urged 
the well-recognized fact that throns'a 
out the whole length of the Sacramento 
and San Joaquin Valley and in South- 
ern California there are vast areas of 
fertile lands which were worthless with- 
out water, and for the irrigation of 
which water can never be provided 
except by building great storage reser- 
voirs. 

enterpris®,” 
entirely beyond the scope of private 
enterprise or even of the State. No 
one can cope with the problem except 
the Federal government. That is the 
report ot Col. Chittenden. The govern- 
ment has set a beacon light in the 
hills to guide the people of the West 
to the true policy under which these 
great works can be constructed. 
“The arguments advanced by Col. 
Chittenden in his report, which have 
been approved by the Secretary of 
War. are unanswerable, and one needs 
only to read this report to he con- 
Vinced that it is the only way out 
of the difficulty It is not the inaugu- 
ration of any new policy, but only 
a just enlargement of the long-estab- 
lished policy of internal improvements 
which would give to the arid regions, to 
be disbursed in their midst, their fair 
share of the vast sum which is regularly 
appropriated for buildng internal im- 
provements, 

“There is no difference in principle 
between the government building levees 
along the Mississippi, to protect the ad- 
jacent territory from destruction by 
flood and building reservoirs to restrain 
the flood waters for use in irrigation 
to protect the territory in the arid

he said, “are 


States from destruction by drought. In 
either case it is to preserve the re- 


sources of the naiton from destruction. 
“The importance of the proposition 
to all California and all Arid America 
is beyond calculation or imagination. 
It is the only way water can be pro- 
vided for the irrigation of millions of 
ac at a cost sufficiently low to en- 
able the tiller of the soil to use the 
water and bear the burden of its cost 
and prosper, and unless the Federal 
government will adopt this policy mil- 
lions of fertile acres must remain a 


res 


desert for centuries , or forever. 
“The time is ripe to inavecurate the 
policy by working to get an appropria- 
tion through the next Congress to 
build the reservoirs already surveyed 
in Colorado and Wyoming, and also 
to survey sites for new reservoirs in 
other States, among others, Calfornia, 
and then to @o on with thelr construc- 
tion. There are strong reasons for 
the belief that the whole project is 
perfectiy feasible and can be accom- 
plished, if the people of California and

system, but it can only be done by 
recognizing the fact that water must 
cease to be a speculative commodity, 
and go to the land it is designed to irri- 
vate as a perpetual appurtenance for- 
ever, 

“However much we may criticise our 
present laws we must never forget that 
vested rights have grown up under 
them and whatever those rights are 
they must be recognized and upheld. 
\We cannot upbuild by tearing down. 
Whatever is must be left as it is, so 
far as legal rights are concerned, but 
wherever new Water supplies are. cre- 
ated by storage a new and sensible sys- 
tem can be adopted to control them in 
the interest of the producer from the 
soil, to whose prosperity we must look 
for the prosperity of the whole people. 

“The policy of the construction of 
Federal irrigation works to reclaim 
the lands of the government, has often 
been agitated, but the time is now 
ripe for it. -With 2,000,000 unemployed 
wage-earners out of work and 100,000,- 
000 acres of land belonging to the 
people and O@nly needing their labor to 
be reclaimed by the construction of 
irrigation works, so they could get 
homes on the land and become inde- 
pendent forever, it is nothing short of 
proof, of mans’ inhumanity to man 
that with millions of money available, 
with millions of acres of land awaiting 
reclamation, and . with millions of 
worthy men suffering for want of em- 
ployment, the lands are allowed to re- 
main idle. and our own people allowed 
to suffer and starve while we spent 
$500.000,000 to relieve the Cubans. The 
trouble is that it required distance to 
lend enchantment ana romance to suf- 
fering, but we ought not longer to neg- 


lect the great national duty of provid-+— 


ing a our unemployed wage-earners 
in the East a chance to get cheap homes 
on the land in the West, and an oppor- 
tunity to labor in the construction of 
the irrigation works for their reclama- 
tion. None of the objections to build- 
ing public improvements to give em- 
ployment to labor, could be urged 
against this policy because the building 
of the public works practically creates 
new territory where the men who do 
the work could then turn around and 
build permanent homes on the land 
their labor had reclaimed.” 


Mr. Maxwell drew a strong picture 
of the great nationel development 
which would follow the adoption by 


the Federal government of this policy 
of building storage reservoirs and re- 
claiming its own arid lands, and said 
that it only required the adoption of 
this policy to reelize Speaker Reed's 
prophecy, when he said: “Every wise 
man agrees that beyond the Mississippi 
lies the great wealth of the days to 
come.” 

But if this generation wishes to 
realize it, he declared, they must work 
out the adoption of this broad policy 
of development. In no other way can 
it ever be accomplished.
